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HE INSTRUCTS THE DEAF. 


Uar velous Power of Inter pr etation Im­ 
par ted by Pr ot Elmendor f. 


M ost of the photogr aphs used to il­ 
lustr ate Gov. Roosevelt’s latest book, 
“ 
T h e R ough Rider s,” wer e taken by 
P r of. D w igh t L . Elm endor f, who ten 
year s ago was called the most exper t 
am ateur photogr apher in N ew Y o r k . 
T h e pr ofessor at th at tim e was 
the 
chief instr uctor in the N ew Y o r k in­ 
stitute for the im pr oved instr uction 
of the deaf. 
It taught the deaf how 
to ar ticulate and how to inter pr et the 
speech of hear ing per sons 
by 
the 
m ovem ent of their lips. 
One day a newspaper r epor ter was 
sent to the institute to get an illus­ 
tr ated ar ticle upon this new method 
of instr uction. 
In the office of the 
school he met a young man to whom 


he gave his car d. 
“ 
I f you wait her e a few m inutes/’ 
said the young man, in a queer , m etal­ 
lic, hut singular ly even tone of voice, 
“ 
I w ill intr oduce you to Pr of. Elm en- 


dor f.” 
, 
“ 
W ho is Pr of. E lm endor f?” asked 


the r epor ter . 
T h e young man had tur ned to h is’ 


desk and made no answer . 
“ 
Is he the head of this institute?” 


S till no answer .

I thought Mr . Gr eenher ger was 
th e pr incipal,” went on the r epor ter .

A fte r a tour thr ough the buildings 
they went into an attic r oom fixed up 
as a photogr aphic studio.

ROMANS AND CHINESE. 


Waat They Btnew of Each Other—Had 
Little Communication. 
Th e Greeks and Konians h ad but a 
vague knowledge of Ch ina. It was to 
th em th e silk-producing country, 
somewh ere in th e far east; but with th e 
exception of one auth or. Pausanias, 
th eir writers were actually uuaware 
th at silk was th e product of a caterpil­ 
lar. It appears th at th e Parth ians 
were th e intermediaries in th e silk 
trade; and in th eir desire to keep th is 
traffic in th eir h ands, th ey discour­ 
aged communication between th e east 
and west. Th e ordinary name given 
by th e Romans to th e Ch inese, name­ 
ly, th e Seres, is supposed to come from 
th e Ch inese word for silk. Th e oth er 
ancient term for tlicni, th e 
Sinac, 
seems to liave reach ed Europe by waj' 
of th e Malay islands and India; and 
th e Sinae were wrongly believed to 
be a different nation from th e Seres, 
living more to th e south . A th ird 
title by wh ich Ch ina h as been known 
in Europe, namely, Cath ay,, is much 
more recent, and belongs to medieval 
limes. It came to us th rough Persia, 
and is derived from th e Ki-tai or Ki- 
tans; a Tartar race wh o subjugated 
north Ch ina and ruled th ere from 9 07 
to 1168 A. D. 
Let us now look at th e Ch inese side. 
About 7 0 A. D. was one of th e pros­ 
perous 
periods, 
wh en 
Ch ina at­ 
tained its greatest expansion.^ 
Its 
armiesth en traversed GentraL^ia and 
reach ed th e sh ores of th e Caspian. In 
th ese distant expeditions th ey h eard of 
th e Romans, of wh om th ey speak in 
th e h igh est terms. Th e Romans are 
described in Ch inese h ooks of th ose 
days as simple and uprigh t, and as 
never h aving two prices for 
th eir 
goods. Everyth ing precious and ad­ 
mirable in oth er countries comes from 
th eir land. Ambassadors to th eir gov­ 
ernment are provided by th em with 
carriages, and furnish ed with money 
for th eir expenses. 
Th e Ch inese 
called th e Roman empire by th e name 
of Ta-tsin, of .wh ich term no satisfac­ 
tory explanation h as yet been suggest­ 
ed. 
Th eir knowledge of th e Roman 
world at th at time was not very ac­ 
curate, as may h e seen from th e fact 
th at th ey th ough t Antioch was th e 
capital of th e empire. But as th is city 
was th e seat of th e proconsul, wh o gov­ 
erned th e oriental provinces, th e mis­ 
take was not unnatural. 
A few centuries later a Chinese 
work notes that Ta-^sin (i. e. Some) is 
now called fulin. There is no men­ 
tion of any em^ssy ^sent^oinjChiiia

^miles a year. 
In 1898 the ^j-ecord 
was 3,265, or about 50 per cent 
more than in the preceding years. 
T h e state which takes the lead 
in new railroad building is Iowa, 
with a total of 553 miles.

come Minnesota, with 374 miles;

and Michigan, 178 
miles.

The 
Snake That Appears in One o f 
Wag ner’s Operas. 
Many people, if not all that hav e 
seen and heard Wagner’s 
“Rhine- 
gold ,” hav e wond ered abou t the inner 
workings of the d ragon, 30 feet long, 
that play s a conspicu ou s part in that 
beau tifu l mu sic d rama. The secret is 
d isclosed by Gu stav Kobbe in an ar­ 
ticle in the Nov ember Centu ry on 
“Wagner Behind the Scenes.” 
As the performance progresses, the 
nex t mechanical property of interest 
is the snake, into which, in the Nibel- 
heim scene, Alberich changes himself 
by means of the Tarnhelmet, to prov e 
to W otan and Loge the tru th of his 
boast that he can assu me any gu ise. 
Alberich steps behind a rock. Imme­ 
d iately a hu ge snake iSsu es from be­ 
hind it and crosses the stage with the 
u nd u lating mov ements of a serpent. 
'This is a famou s bit of theatrical prop­ 
erty , the mechanism of which is as 
simple as it is ingeniou s. The snake 
is mou nted on small wheels which are 
entirely hid d en from v iew, and it 
wou ld be child ’s play to d raw it across 
the stage with a wire. 
This wou ld 
not, howev er, giv e the realistic 
tions d esired . 
A section in the serpent’s hack 
opens on hinges. A man gets insid e 
the monster, stretches himself 
ou t 
face d ownward , and the lid is closed . 
The m an thru sts a cou ple of sharp 
pegs throu gh holes in the 
snake s 
■ belly , and by d igging them into the 
stage floor works the beast along, 
while, with a string which he hold s 
between his teeth, he play s the lower 
jaw of the monster so that it shows its 
fangs as it crosses the stage. 
- The serpent’s tail is mad e in joints 
connected by two wires to which stir­ 
ru ps are attached . The man pu ts his 
feet in the stirru ps, and by mov ing his 
legs as if he were swimming makes the 
long tail cu rv e and straighten ou t 
again. This, combined with the for­ 
ward motion, giv es the realistic effect 
which sav es serpent and scene from 
being rid icu lou s. 
When in temporary retirem ent, not 
from lack of pu blic appreciation, bu t 
becau se a manager cannot alway s he 
giv ing operas with snakes and d ra­ 
gons, the pet monster of the Metro­ 
politan opera hou se is hau led u p high 
in the air beneath one of the fly gal­ 
leries, and , su spend ed there, is left to 
his own interesting med iations on the 
god s and d emi-god s, so plentifu l in 
iiis d av , when hu man beings appear 
to hav e been rather scarce.

Electricity a nd Tree Life. 


An exiraordinary phenomenon has 
hen noticed with regard to the cliest- 
nnt trees in the Avenue Louis, Brus­ 
sels, since tlie installation of the elec­ 
tric trams. 
Their foliage begins to 
turn brown and drop early in August, 
to bud, and even to blossom, again in 
October. 
The trees on the opposite 
side to the tramway behave like or­ 
dinary trees, for they lose their fo­ 
liage in the late autumn and do not 
put forth fresh blossoms until the 
spring. 
Botanists are inclined to be­ 
lieve that the cause of this singular 
state of things is due to the electrical 
current which passes

Put to Stra nge Uses by Anima ls—Alger­ 
ia ns Stea l Po les a nd Wires.

When the telegra ph wa s intro duced 
into No rwa y the bea rs, o n hea ring the 
wires mo a ning in the wind, tho ught 
tha t the po sts were beehiv es, a nd set 
to wo rk to ro o t them o ut 
o f 
the 
gro und; the wo o dpeckers tho ught 
tha t the po les were filled with in­ 
sects, a nd they bo red ho les in them 
with their bills. 
Such illusio ns dis­ 
a ppea red gra dua lly ; a nima ls beca me 
wiser with time, a nd to o k the tro uble 
to turn the telegra ph to a cco unt fo r 
their perso na l uses. 
Thus, a sma ll bird in Na ta l, which 
ha d been wo nt to build its nest sha ped 
like a cra dle in the bra nches o f trees. 


biilTt il's lie’st iTTThe first felegrifpli 
wires set up, and the snakes could 
not get at it. 
The new position was 
found to be so secure that the bird 
added a convenient little side-door to 
the nest, which had hitherto poesessed 
only a small oj^eniug on the side far­ 
thest removed from the overhanging 
branch. 
A Brazilian bird also builds its 
heavy nest of earth on the telegraph 
wires. 
The artful parrot takes 
a 
seeming delight in uniting the cur­ 
rents between different wires, and also 
in breaking the porcelain cups 
on 
which the wires rest. 
Spiders covei 
the wires with their webs, and there­ 
by great confusion is often wrought 
in the telegraph system, as the most 
unlikely connections are thus brought 
about. 
It is a bird which knows how to 
turn the telegraph to the greatest use: 
this is the melanerpes, of Mexico. At 
the foot of the post this bird makes a 
large hole, in which it rears its fam­ 
ily; somewhat higher np the post it 
makes an observatory, from 
which 
bored holes permit it to observe the 
horizon in every direction; still higli- 
er this sagacious bird makes its store­ 
house, and thus the pole serves as its 
house, fortress and warehouse. 
The savages have not, as a rule, 
sliown so much ingenuity in taking 
advantage of the presence of the tele­ 
graph, although they have in certain 
cases turned it to account. 
Thus, 
some of the Algerian tribes steal the 
porcelain cups and use them as coffee 
cups; the wire, if of iron, is woven 
into hedges; if it is of copper, it is 
made into noso-rings. 
Tl:e wooden 
poles can easily be made use of in their 
huts, and the iron hollow’ telegraph- 
poles serve as oxeelient pipes for con­ 
ducting water. — London Tit-BIts. 


TO LIG H T A P IP E . 


So me Wo rds o f Adv ice Ev ery Smo ker 
Sho uld Heed. 
This may seem a very trivial guI>- 
jcct and one ef little importance to 
tlie man or woman who 
does 
not 
smoke, hut to the man wlio enjoys his 
afler-dinner pipe, it is'preguanl wdtli 
great thoughts. 
If veil smoke liclit, llah'V tobacco, 
care must be taken tliat it is ])oekeci 
in the pipe bowl tightly, if a good, 
comfortable smoke is desired. 
But if one is smoking plug cut, 
then ihe pipe must never be packed. 
A second rule always to be 
ob­ 
served is never to iill the bowl too 
full. The tobacco never should reach 
the top. 
When too full it neither 
lights nor draw’s well. 
Another thing: 
Always rub the 
tobacco in tlie hand until it is fine and 
powdery before filling the pipe. 
The next thing is to know how to 
light the ])ipe. 
This is a process o f 
time and should not be hurried over. 
Touch the match to the tobacco light­ 
ly if it is granulated, and then draw 
slow’ly. 
Do not try to light it all at 
once. 
But if you are smoking plug 
cut the opposite course should be fol­ 
io w’ed. 
But in both cases tap the tobacco 
dow’n if it sw’eils above the top of 
the pipe, draw’ steadily, but not fast, 
until the tobacco is burning evenly 
over all the top of the pipe. 
If you 
will do this you will not he obliged to 
relight your pipe until you refill it. 
Once your pipe is lighted draw* 
as you breathe, not harder or faster; 
draw naturally. 
Pipe, smoking is a 
recreation, not an occupation. — Louis­ 
ville Courier-Journal.
